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Inside Local fish wholesaler sentenced to one year in prison and fined $1,000,000 
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CHARLEVOIX - A well- 
known Charlevoix fish 
wholesaler will serve a year 
in prison and his business 
will pay $1 million in resti- 
tution for trafficking and 
selling illegally caught lake 
trout and falsifying records 
about whitefish purchases. 

John H. Cross III, 57, of 
Charlevoix, and his busi- 
ness John Cross Fisheries, 
Inc., were represented in 
federal district court in 


where Federal Judge Paul 
Maloney handed down sen- 
tencing for misdemeanor 
and felony charges both 
Cross and his business had 
pleaded guilty to months 
earlier. The charges in- 
cluded trafficking in ille- 
gally transported and sold 
lake trout and falsifying 
records regarding the pur- 
chase of whitefish. 
Maloney sentenced Cross 
to serve 12 months in prison 
and five years’ probation 
and his business to pay just 


more than $1 million in 
restitution to the National 
Fish Hatcheries, an amount 
officials said reflects the 
funds needed “to restock 
hatchery fingerlings neces- 
sary to replace the illegally 
harvested fish.” The busi- 
ness was also put on five 
years’ probation. 

Special investigators with 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service found Cross and his 
business had acquired 
nearly 50,000 pounds of ille- 
gally trapped lake trout 


from a fisherman who had 
used what are called “trap 
nets”. In doing so, Cross and 
his business were found in 
violation of what's called 
the Lacey Act by “know- 
ingly selling and attempting 
to sell in interstate com- 
merce lake trout, when they 
should have known the fish 
was possessed and sold in 
violation of underlying 
state law”. That law specifi- 
cally is geared “to prohibit 
any person from marketing, 
possessing or offering for 


sale any fish illegally taken 
from relevant waters.” 

According to a media re- 
lease issued by the Depart- 
ment of Justice last week, 
the charges against Cross 
and his business came 
through an undercover op- 
eration called Operation 
Fishing For Funds that had 
been run by special agents 
with the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service for about 
the past two years.

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Second public forum on Ellsworth sewer system 


10.8 million dollar 
project could have 
large portion funded 
by grants

The village of Ellsworth 
held the second in a series 
of public forums to rally 
public support for a munici- 
pal sewer system on Mon- 
day. Gourdie-Fraser 
Engineer, Jennifer Hodges 
spoke to a crowd of about 40 
who came prepared to ask 
questions. The engineering 
firm presented three options 
for the multi-phased project 
then recommended a grav- 
ity fed system with a lagoon 
processing plant. “It’s essen- 
tially out of sight, out of 
mind and you have no mov- 


ing parts,” said Hodges. 

The 10.8 million dollar 
project could be a bit of a fi- 
nancial strain for the small 
village because of a smaller 
population to distribute the 
costs. The new system 
would add anywhere from 
$48 to $150 per month to res- 
ident’s water bill. However, 
because of the village’s 
poverty rating, the possibil- 
ity of securing grants for 
the much-needed project 
looks good. The Department 
of Agriculture and Rural 
Development provided the 
first of what the village 
hopes turns to more grants, 
to pay for the preliminary 
feasibility report that looked 
at the environmental im- 
pacts, costs and options of 
putting a village-wide sewer 
in place. 

Also, the USDA told vil- 
lage officials that if they ap- 


plied for a loan they would 
be eligible for an 80% grant 
up to $10 million and the vil- 
lage is working with the 
Health Department and the 
Michigan Economic Devel- 
opment Corporation investi- 
gating other grant options. 
“Our goal is to get the cost 
per parcel at the lowest $48 
figure,” said Hodges. 
Ellsworth is located on 
the Chain of Lakes and is 


the trailhead of the chain’s 
first water trail. The com- 
munity is aging and because 
of lower incomes, not in 
pristine condition. A munic- 
ipal system would eliminate 
holding tanks and drain 
fields that are out of compli- 
ance. It would also address 
the potential for water con- 
tamination from an aging 
infrastructure and control 
the environmental impact of

The Veteran of the Month 
of April, 2019 is Julius 
Leroy Metcalf. Born No- 
vember 26, 1916 in East Jor- 
dan, Michigan to parents 
Edgar Leroy and Elsie May 
Crawford Metcalf. Julius 
lived his whole life in East 
Jordan. He attended East 
Jordan Schools through the 
8th grade, and then began 
working as a general farm 
hand around the area. On 
August 5, 1941 in Kalama- 
zoo Michigan, Metcalf was 
inducted into the Armed 
Forces. After receiving 
basic training, and qualify- 
ing with the M1 Carbine, he 
was sent for additional 
training as a Medium Tank 
Crewman, and schooling in 
Tank Destroyer weapons. 
He was then assigned to 
Company B, 607th Tank De- 
stroyer Battalion and de- 
parted the United States on 
13 April, 1944 arriving in 
the European Theater of 
Operations on 21 April, 
1944. His unit was involved 
in Battles and Campaigns in 
Normandy; Northern 
France; Ardennes; 
Rhineland; and Central Eu- 
rope. On 4 March, 1945 dur- 
ing operations near the 
town of Kirchbach in East- 
ern Germany, Metcalf was 
wounded in action, and re- 
turned to the United States 
on 28 June, 1945.

The most dangerous intersection in Charlevoix Count

WALLOON LAKE - 
Dozens of residents from 
Walloon Lake and sur- 
rounding areas gathered in 
Melrose Township earlier 
this week to discuss ways to 
improve the safety of what 
a top law enforcement offi- 
cial calls “the most danger- 
ous intersection in 
Charlevoix County”. 

Melrose Township offi- 
cials on Monday hosted a 
town hall public input ses- 
sion at the Township Hall 
on M-75 North, just a 
stone's throw west of the in- 
tersection up for discussion 
located at M-75 North and 
U.S. 131/Springvale Road. 

Called simply “the junc- 
tion” or “Walloon Junction” 
by locals, this particular in- 
tersection is well-known to 


months. It can be especially 
difficult if the driver is trav- 
eling along M-75 and turn- 
ing north on U.S.131, mostly 
because a steeply angled 
hill to the north tends to ob- 
struct visibility of oncom- 
ing southbound traffic. 

Vehicles traveling south- 
bound on U.S. 31 can also 
limit visibility for those 
waiting at the intersection, 
especially if the south- 
bound vehicles are turning 
onto M-75. 

Southbound vehicles 
turning onto M-75 also ob- 
struct the view and make it 
difficult for those crossing 
U.S. 131 entirely to continue 
east onto Springvale Road. 

Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff Chuck Vondra was 
among several state and 


and hear suggestions about 
ways to make it safer. 

“This is undoubtedly, 
without question, the most 
dangerous intersection in 
Charlevoix County,” Von- 
dra told the crowd, noting 
he even urges family mem- 
bers to map alternative 
routes just to avoid that in- 
tersection in their travels. 

Among those joining Von- 
dra to speak at the public 
forum were Charlevoix 
Road Commission Manager 
Pat Harmon, Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation 
engineer/manager Jay 
Gailitis and State Rep. Tris- 
ton Cole, R-Mancelona. 

Community members 
tossed out numerous sug- 
gestions about how to make 
the intersection safer, in- 


cluding installing a right 
turn lane that's situated far- 
thest west from the main 
road to improve sight lines. 
The installation of a 
“roundabout” at the inter- 
section was another pro- 
posed solution as was a 
traffic light. 

Gailitis noted, however, 
that a traffic light at that in- 
tersection might even cre- 
ate more safety issues, 
especially considering that 
tractor trailers and other 
heavy load vehicles already 
have some difficulty getting 
up enough momentum to 
crest the hill north of the 
intersection even ata 
rolling speed. Seasonal 
complications also come 
into play when considering 
all options, he said. 

Gailitis said MDOT does 
not currently have any spe- 
cific plan in the works in 


terms of addressing the 
safety of the M-75 N/USS. 
131 Springvale intersection 
but that state officials plan 
to conduct a study to deter- 
mine the feasibility of in- 
stalling a traffic light there. 
Completion of that study 
could take up to a year, he 
noted. 

Gailitis said meanwhile 
MDOT will continue to 
gather public input about 
ideas to improve safety at 
the intersection.

The Autism Society web 


site notes that, “There is no 
known single cause of 
autism, but increased 
awareness and early diag- 
nosis/intervention and ac- 
cess to appropriate 
services/supports lead to 
significantly improved out- 
comes. Some of the behav- 
lors associated with autism 
include delayed learning of 
language; difficulty making 
eye contact or holding a 
conversation; difficulty 
with executive functioning, 
which relates to reasoning 
and planning; narrow, in- 
tense interests; poor motor 
skills’ and sensory sensitiv- 
ities. Again, a person on the 
spectrum might follow 
many of these behaviors or 
just a few, or many others 
besides. The diagnosis of 
autism spectrum disorder 
is applied based on analysis 
of all behaviors and their 
severity.”

Nonopioid directive form helps fight opioid epidemic 


Patients can now fill out a state 
form that directs health profession- 
als and emergency medical services 
personnel to not administer opioids 
to them. Recently, the Michigan De- 
partment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS) made the nonopi- 
oid directive form available to the 
public on its website in response toa 
new State law. The nonopioid direc- 
tive is part of the State of Michi- 
gan’s multifaceted plan to address 
the opioid epidemic. 

“This law helps ensure nonopioid 
options to pain management are 
considered in the medical treatment 
of Michigan patients,” said Dr. 
Debra Pinals, MDHHS medical di- 


rector of Behavioral Health and 
Forensic Programs. “Providing this 
supportive tool for patients to notify 
their health professionals that they 
are seeking alternatives for pain 
treatment is critically important for 
those who are most at-risk of misus- 
ing opioids, including those with a 
history of an opioid disorder.” 

A link to the directive form can be 
found under “Additional Resources” 
at the bottom of the “Find Help 
Page” on Michigan’s Opioid Addic- 
tion Resources website, www.michi- 
gan.gov/opioids, along with other 
information. 

The nonopioid directive can be 
filled out by the patient or a person’s 


legal guardian or patient advocate. 
Once submitted, the directive must 
be included in the patient’s medical 
records. There are exceptions in the 
law, such as a provision that a pre- 
scriber or a nurse under the order 
of a prescriber may administer an 
opioid if it is deemed medically nec- 
essary for treatment. 

Public Act 554 of 2018 amended 
the Public Health Code to provide 
for the form and required MDHHS 
to make it available on its website by 
today. 


Exercise your brain and improve your memory

About 30 minutes of moderate aer- 
obic activity five days a week is re- 
quired to create enough BNDF to 
keep your mind sharp with age. 

Although the scene outside my of- 
fice right now looks (and feels) like 
November, the majority of the snow 
is finally gone and spring is starting 
to show itself. Spring means a lot of 
things: One of those is the opportu- 
nity to comfortably exercise outside 
again. I’m sure we all know that reg- 
ular exercise is important in helping 
maintain proper weight, building 
muscle and strengthening bones. 
However, numerous studies, have 
come out in the last decade that 
show a link between aerobic activity 
and brain function. 

Essentially, exercise and move- 
ment makes you use your brain 
cells. In turn, using more brain cells 
stimulates your genes to produce a 
chemical called brain-derived neu- 
rotrophic factor (BNDF), and BNDF 
stimulates brain regions involved in 


memory. It’s like “Miracle-Gro for 
the brain,” says Harvard researcher 
Dr. John Ratey. It takes more than 
just a couple jumping jacks to stimu- 
late BNDF, though. About 30 min- 
utes of moderate aerobic activity 
five days a week is required to create 
enough BNDF to keep your mind 
sharp with age. Moderate exercise 
includes anything that gets your 
heart rate up: Brisk walking, swim- 
ming, vigorous yard work, playing 
basketball with your kids and the 
like. 

Aerobic activity-stimulated learn- 
ing applies to kids too. A study done 
in Illinois—where many schools 
have implemented rigorous, daily 
aerobic exercise regimens—found a 
direct correlation between aerobic 
fitness and academic performance. 
According to this study, as little as 20 
minutes of brisk walking before a 
test can raise a child’s test scores. 
Exercise also stimulates “feel good” 
neurotransmitters in the brain. One 
inner city school in Missouri that 
was plagued with frequent violence 


discovered their discipline problems 
decreased by 67 percent after start- 
ing a daily exercise regimen for stu- 
dents. Unfortunately, only six 
percent of U.S. high schools offer 
daily physical education. A study by 
the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) found that only a quarter of 
children in the U.S. get the recom- 
mended one hour minimum of phys- 
ical activity every day. 

The moral of the story is that we 
need aerobic exercise to stay healthy. 
Exercise doesn’t have to be boring or 
repetitive, either. Michigan State 
University Extension recommends 
finding activities that you enjoy 
doing either by yourself or witha 
friend. Try a variety of new things 
or consider joining a local exercise 
group or team. Get out there and 
stimulate your brain!
